Tells That Child Needs 

Sense Of Achievement 



.Mental health of the child .was 
:the subject of 'Mrs. M. B. SeWon : 
.Ml a Home and School Association ' 
meeting at Alexander Miifr school 
last -week. 

Mrs. Seldon gave a talk based on 
.a Jecture by .Prof. Laycock of the 
University of Saskatchewan, given 
to the members of York and Tor- 
onto Home and School Councils. 
HU subject was the "Effect of .the 
War on the Mental Health of the 
Child." 

■"Fifty .percent of our children 
are under nervous .strain, and the 
treatment of .these cannot begin 
loo early," said Mrs. Seldom "Here 
Mr* came of the symptoms of mental 
ill-health, self-pity, maladjustment 
to surroundings', too high an opinion 
of themselves, too low an opinion of 
Achievements. These symptoms 
should be recognized as evidence 
of mental ill-health and the home 
And the school should work together 
to set the child right. 

•The war is an added factor 
£ontribuling to til-health. The 
departure of loved ones, with its 
emotional strain, the living under 
changing conditions caused by 
moving, the radio programs with 
their war news, the movies with 
their gruesome tales of war, and the 
illustrations of papers and m&ga- 
xines and the tense home atmos- 
phere are reflected in the child. 
They absorb the mood of the adult. 
•They should be taught to share 
the concern. The cause should be 
explained to them. To even the 
smallest child this war should be 
explained. It is their W-tt as well 
as the adults'. They have their 
place in the democracy of the 
world and should be made to feel 
this by portraying the world as an 
enlargement of their own family 
where each member has his place 
and value. The child has his con- 
tribution to make in the salvage of 
fats, filling of ditty bag* etc 

"There are certain definite needs 
In the child make-up. He n*eds 
affection, all we can give him. 
He needs a sense of belonging, to 
know he is desired and desirable 
at home and at school. Kike the 
adult he craves emotional security 
and some of our problem children 
are those who misbehave to set 
the attention they crave. He may 
feel insecure because of a miarrol- 
Bomc atmosphere in the horn*-. In- 
consistent parents, favoritism, par- 
ental differences regarding disci- 
pline, nnd last, but very Important, 
over-protection. 

•There Is in the child a definite 
need for independence. From the 
moment of birth the child is an 
Individual, and as he grows this 
should aleo grow. Each day should 
develop In him a habit of doing 
something for himself. He should 
he encouraged to make declnions 
for himself, and should be given 
definite responsibilities to develop 
his Independence. He feels the 
need for self-esteem, nnd craven 
social npprovnl. The home nnd 
the school should see that this need 
is satisfied. Wherever possible. 
praise Instead of nag. 

"Finally the child must be made 
to feel a senso of achievement. 
The child who is at the fool of 
Ihe class in his academic work 
becomes emotionally insecure be- 
cause his class-mates laugh at 
him, his teacher finds continual 
fault with his work, nnd his parents 
nag nnd compare him with ft 
brighter class-mate or brother or 
sister. Find something he can do 
nnd Kivc him credit for It. and 
* he will get a feeling of satisfaction 
out of all proportion to the effort 
to assist him, and; as a result, hn 
will do his hest at the things he 
finds so difficult"*

FEDERATION DISCUSSES 
OBTAINING MEMBERS 



The annual meeting of the York 

County Federation of Agriculture 

was held on Friday in Richmond 
Hill Masonic hall, with President 
W. J. Buchanan presiding. 

Dr. J. A. Charlton, a fanner of 
the Paris district and graduate of 
the O.A.C., gave an address on 
the problems of the Federation and 
securing memberships. Miss Ethel 
M. Chapman, Toronto, editor uf 
the home section of the Farmer's 
Magazine, told how farm women 
can and should fit into the Federa- 
tion of Agriculture. It was dis- 
appointing that there were so few 
women present to hear her address, 
jv-'uUcutnrly In a county where there 
are so many branches of the 
Women's Inititutc. 

Gordon Oir, Maple, past president 
of the York County Junior Farmers, 
outlined briefly how tho Junior 
Farmers can co-operate with the 
Federation of Agriculture as an 
affiliated organization and ex- 
pressed his regrets that some feel 
there should be a Junior Federa- 
tion. He stated that this would be 
splitting up the parent organization 
lather than cementing It together. 
Mrs. IK H. Wllmot, Sharon, a 
director of the Ontario Federation, 
was anxious to see the radio "Farm 
Forums" canied on to even a 
greater extent

LOW WATER PRESSURE 

EXPLAINED BY EVANS 

"Whv is the -water pressure on 
' Main St. so low?" Town Clerk 
I and Solicitor N. I*. Mathews, 
K.C.. asked Deputy-Reeve 
Arthur D. Evans, chairman of the 
water and light committee, at a 
town council meeting on Monday 

evening. 

Mr. Evans explained to the 
council that, m most cases, chlor- 
ide in the water loosens the rust 
caused by so much iron in the 
water and plugs up the pipes. 
Tn other cases, he said, new ser- 
vices should be put in. 

Mr. *Evait5 suggested that 
places where the pressure is low 
on "Main St. should be reported 

to the waterworks and the town 

men would clean out the pipes.

SEES RACE PREJUDICE 
AS A CAUSE OF WAR 

'•The human race proceeds 
slowly, mostly by trial and 
error;' said Mrs. A. IT. Woods in 
a talk on world citizenship at 
a Newmarket Home and School 
Association meeting last week. 

'The first League of Nations 
was a trial that failed to prevent 
World War Two,^ she said. 
"Since the League was demo- 
cratically controlled, the failure 
must be borne not only by the 
members that made up the 
League but also by the citizens 
of every part of the globe that 
each League member repre- 
sented. 

"Together then -we must find a 
way out of the world chaos 
which all of us have brought 

about" 

Mrs. Woods related that at 
Versailles "our Canadian dele- 
gates took the leadership in 
securing for the dominions sepa- 
rate representation nt the peace 
conference. But nt that time we 
did not realize that rights carry 
with Ihcm responsibilities. 

"So when our League repre- 
sentatives insisted that trade and 
immigration policies were mat- 
ters of domestic interest and not 
of international concern they 
were voicing the almost unani- 
mous will of the citizens of 
Canada. 

"The Japanese proposal for 
the inclusion of n statement of 
racial eauality in the covenant 
of the League was vigorously 
opposed, so much so that it had 
to be dropped, to the. keen dis- 
appointment, if not bitterness, of 
the Japanese. 

"Today Japanese propaganda 
says over and over in 1,000 dif- 
ferent forms: 'The interests of 
Asia lie with Japan, for the 
colored peoples have no hope of 
justice and equality with the 
white peoples localise of their 
unalterable race prejudice 
against us. 1 

"It would he foolish to deny 
that in the past the white man has 
stupidly despised his brother of 
a different color, at the same 
time professing to believe in the 
fatherhood of God. 

"There is no scientific evidence 
to prove any difference in races, 
insofar as intelligence, emotions 
or aptitudes are concerned. On 
the contrary, the facts speak 
eloquently in rebuttal, as evi- 
denced by the speed with which 
race after race has migrated to 
new anas, amalgamated nnd 
flourished, and become good 

citizens." 

Mrs. Woods said that the At- 
lantic Charter added to freedom 
of speech and freedom of relig- 
ion two new freedoms, freedom 
from want and freedom from 
fear. 

"Churchill and Roosevelt rea- 
lize that all people belong to the 
human race and have the samo 
needs and emotions," Mrs. Woods 
said. "All care more for broad 
and milk than they do about the 
honor of being Japanese, Russian 
or French. Did Frenchman, 
Japanese or Russian migrate to 
U.S.A. because he wished to live 
under the stars and stripes or to 
Canada because he wished to live 
under the Union Jack? 

"Isn't it true that homelands 
nnd national earmarks arc glad- 
ly exchanged for food and cloth- 
ing, warmth nnd shelter, and 
that racial differences quietly 
and painlessly wither away 

when there is freedom from 
want and freedom from fear? 

"I<et us hope that we may still 
have an opportunity of building 
tho kind of peace foretold by the 
Prince of Peace 2,000 yean? ago. 
This is our problem as citizens 
of Newmarket and as citizens of 
the world."

SOME AIR CADETS ARE 
WITHOUT UNIFORMS 



Newmarket Air Cadets are ap- 
pealing to the public this week 
for financial support 

The following statement from 
the Air Cadets citizens' commit- 
tee tells of the needs and plans 
of the Air Cadets. 

"The Air Cadet League of Can- 
ada, which has come into being 
since the war started, has de- 
veloped into one of the largest 
youth movements Canada has 
ever known. There are at pres- 
ent over 29,000 young boys train- 
ing as Air Cadets in Canada and 
it is expected that the number 
may reach 50,000 before the end 
of the year. Headquarters of 
the organization arc located' at 
Ottawa, with each province hav- 
ing its own provincial executive 
officers. 

"The growth of the Air Cadets 
has been phenomenal and the 
dominion and provincial execu- 
tive officers are so impressed 
with the success of the move- 
ment, and the interest of the 
boys enrolled is so pronounced, 
that it is deemed advisable to 
take the necessary steps at this 
time to place the organization on 
a sound financial basis, having 
in mind that the organization 
will undoubtedly be kept alive 
long after hostilities cease, since 
aviation holds so much promise 
after the war. 

"To this end an appeal is be- 
ing made across Canada this 
week for $250,000 in support of 
the League. It is estimated that 
this amount will meet all finan- 
cial requirements for a period of 
four or five years. 

"The Newmarket squadron 
was formed last September 
under the sponsorship of the 
Lions club, which advanced $750 
to purchase uniforms and equip- 
ment. At that time it was hoped 
that the squadron might reach 
50 boys but nt present there are 
82 boys in uniform and several 
without uniforms, owing to the 
lack of finances, 

"The. local committee has bor- 
rowed $350 in addition to the 
amount of money given by the 
Lions club, and had anticipated 
making a local drive for funds 
next month. However, now that 
the national appeal is on, it is to 
be hoped that sufficient money 
can be raised in the campaign, 
not only to cover the $500 ob- 
jective for headquarters, but a 
similar amount for the local 
squadron. Therefore, Newmar- 
ket's objective has been set at 
$1,000. 

"In centres having squadrons 
it has been proven that juvenile 
delinquency is a rare offence 
compared with places having no 
such training for young men. 
Ix»t us, as citizens, not fail these 
young boys— the men of tomor- 
row. l,ot us back them to the 
limit! 

"The Newmarket squadron is 
Under the capable leadership of 
the undermentioned officers and 
instructors, who arc giving two 
nights n week, without thought 
of remuneration, to the training 
of those boys, thereby making n 
real contribution to the cause. 
When the cadets call on you for 
n subscription, won't you receive 
them cordially and give thorn 
every encouragement. If you 
prefer to mail your contribution 
it will be accepted gratefully by 
II.

EXHIBITION OF WORK

Head- 
quarters are sending a prisoner-of- 
war food parcel, a survivor's 
bundle nnd a capture parcel. After- 
noon tea will be served.

The delegates visited the Toron- 
to work rooms and the warehouse 
where the parcels were packed. 
Here comfort bags arc mnde uni- 
form, survivors* bundles and cap- 
ture parcets aro packed. 

Mrs. Arthur Bills, president of 
tho Ontario division, declared that 
tho blg^ent job facing the 465 
divisional branches in the province 
was tho care of tho returning ser- 
vice men, In which the Red Cross 
must glvo leadership. And since 
the organization was vitally inter- 
ested in tho care of sick and 
wounded, tho Ontario group should 
pnrtlclpato Jn a health program 
that would carry Into the future, 
said the speaker. 

The greatest expansion of any 
single project fn tho dlvlnion was 
noted In the blood donor service. 
Permanent clinics have been 
established In practically nil cities, 
while towns and villages arc served 
by seven mobile ctlnlcs. Number 
of donors has increased from 
4.800 a week at tho beginning of 
1912 to 12,000 weekly. Ontario's 

quota 18 U.500.

As Memorial To Quakers

This Bible Is In six 
massive volumes 18 inches by 15 
inches, bound In black calf, hand 
tooled, with edges of burnished 
gold leaf. 

The front page carries the 
following inscription: To the king. 
This edition of the sacred wrltin xq 
Is executed under his royal patron- 
age and Is by his gracious per- 
mission most humbly dedicated by 
his majesty's most faithful subject 
and servant, Thomas llacklln. ,> 

There are numerous steel engrav- 
ings made from paintings executed 
by British artists. The publication 
of this Bible was undertaken in 
1701 and completed in 1800. Thomas 
Mscklln, who was responsible for 
the publication, secured over 800 
subscriptions for the undertaking. 
Among tho subscribers were the 
king, the queen, the princess royal, 
the Prince of Wales and the Prin- 
cesses Augusta and Elizabeth. The 
subscribers were all British and 
all resident In Great Britain and 
Ireland except two In the West 
Indies. , 

This Bible will be kept in a 
Bpcclnl case as one of the treasures 
of the school. It is the request of 
tho donor that it should be used 
at each Christmas season for the 
rending of the Nativity lesson and 
also for tho reading of the daily 
scripture lesson on the occasion of 
the nnnunl meeting of the Society 
of Friends. 

Rach volume contains a pres- 
entation plate which sets out that 
the presentation Is mnde 
ivs n "tribute and memorial to the 
Society of Friends, founders of the 

Yongo Street Quaker settlement tn 
York county. Upper Cnnada, 1800, 
their first undertaking being to 
ensure thnt thero wns n Bible In 
every Quaker home." 

Atontr with this Bible, Mr. Walton 
presented two or threo other 
volumes of almost equal Interest, 
chief among which Is n prayer book 
and Bible combine*!, printed In tho 
year 1730. nnd a Now Testament 
that has tho l»ntin and Creek In 
j.arnllel columns, published In the 
year 1598. 

Any of these volumes nmy bo 
Inspected by persons who aro 
Interested.

PROVINCIAL 
LEADERSHIP LACKING 

Newmarket town council will no doubt be 
complimented on having made provision for new 
public services and for a grant to the hospital 
extension fund and for a tax rate reduction. The 
one mill reduction is made possible by a one mill 
increase in the provincial subsidy (a rather small 
start on the Progressive-Conservative pledge to 
lift half the cost of education off real estate). 
In public statements the government expressed 



the desire that municipalities should not spend 
this one mill subsidy, and municipalities have 
assumed that it Is the wish of the Ontario gov- 
ernment that they pass the saving along to the 
taxpayers in a reduction in the mill rate; 

The Drew government would have been on 
sounder ground if it had suggested that muni- 
cipaiilies should put this mill aside for gost-war 
expenditure, in accordance with authority 
granted by the legislature a year ago. Tnat 
would not have been spending it, but saving it 
Passing the mill along to the taxpayers is to 
spend it, for taxpayers generally are spending 
freely their increased war income. 

Incidentally, a year ago Reeve Fred A- Lundy, 
chairman of Newmarket's finance cornrriittee, was 
regretting the lack of legislation which would 
enable the municipality toflevy money f<>r post- 
war expenditure. Yhe legislature passed the 
requested legislation even while 1 MrX Lundy was 
talking about it, but evidently Sir, Luhdy didn't 
want what he was asking for, because this 
year he brought in a budget which provided for a 
two-mill reduction in the lax rate and made no 
levy for post-war expenditure. The amended 
budget, to take care of an extra constable and a 
public health nurse, provided for a one-mill 
reduction in the rate. 

Reducing the tax rate when the money could 
be levied, invested in Victory bonds and held for 
post-war expenditure (in the benefits of which 
the boys overseas could share), is inflationary. 

It puts money into the hands of the public for 

immediate spending. Some property-owners will arts shonld bo nation-wide in 
put their savings aside but raanr will not be scope, and tnat It is necessary for 

conscious of any savings and wilt spend what the * " "" 

town might have saved for them. 

The Ontario government, in its embarrassment 
when it found that there was not enough money 
in the treasury to make good on the half-the-cost- 
of-education pledge (which did more than 
anything else to gain power for the Frbgressive- 
Conservatives), did not give good leadership when 
it failed to suggest that the municipalities should 
budget for post-war expenditure — at least to the 
extent of the additional mill subsidy. 

We are too anxious to enjoy this war. We are 
letting the boys overseas do the fighting and 
when the war is over we will expect them to 
help us pay for the good times we are now 
having. "Ain't it the truth?*

both the federal and provincial 
governments lo show leadership 
in this regard, if health legisla- 
tion is only enabling insofar as the 

municipalities are concerned I 
greatly fear that progress will be 
slow. Too slow, in fact, if we are 
to develop the kind of conditions 
in this country that our boys and 

girls hope to find on their' return. 
We had a lengthy debate on the 
government's Labor bill, which Is 
to extend the federal labor code 
for war industries and make it 

apply to all industry in Ontario. 
Opposition members criticized the 
federal code very strongly, point* 
iag out that It had been passed by 
order-in-conncll at Ottawa, with 
no opportunity for parliament to 
discuss it, and charged that It was 
a bad piece of legislation which 
could never be made to work, even 
in war industries, much less in all 
industry. The government ad- 
mitted that the federal code was 
not wide enough, but urged the 
desirability of accepting it in the 
interests of dominion-provincial 
co-operation* 

One of the most interesting 
items in the estimates so far is 

the increase in expenditures pro- 
posed for public health services. 
Or. Vivian, the minister of health. 
gave us some very startling fig- 
ures, particularly about venereal 
disease. More than 50,000 cases 
of venereal disease have broken 
out in Ontario since the war bo- 
pan. he said. The government 
proposed to provide grants-in-aid 
to municipalities, probably on a 
county basis, to set up public 
health services which would deal 
not only with venereal disease; 
hut with tuberculosis, acute com- 
municable disc as e, sanitation, 
handling of food and other public 
health problems. 

Other legislation which has been 
considered this week provides for 
a change in the liquor control 
set-up, with a separate board set

lack Of Dutch Bulbs 
Challenges Gardeners 



(By Rudy Renxins, Newmarket 
Horticultural Society) 

On account of the disappear- 
ance of the foreign bulb mar- 
kets, it has been brought home 
to us gardeners how much we 
did depend on, for instance, the 
Dutch bulbs. It makes it diffi- 
cult to have early blooms in the 
garden unless you turn to other 
means. 

The one closest at hand is no 
doubt the use of rock plants in 
the border instead of bulbs. 
Practically all the rock plants 
flower early and most of them 
are low, like bulbs, and you can 
find any color or color combina- 
tion you can dream up. 

The rock plants arc, of course, 
very hardy and some of them 
flower as early as March or as 
soon as the snow has melted off 

their crowns. This is particular- 
ly true of some of the saxi- 
frages, caltha, alyssum and 
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Twenty-five thousand British 
ihip-building apprentices, who 
were military exempt because 
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«hip-building is an essential in- 



Rock plants are not too hard 
to suit as far as soil is concern- 
ed. Some of them want special 
attention but for the great 
majority a mixture of equal 
parts of leaf-mould, sandy loam 
and sand is satisfactory. Ad- 
dition of lime is important when 
growing saxifmgas. Other early 
rock plants are the dwarf 
irises (pumicca) in several 
colors, blue and yellow violets, 
Iceland and Alpine poppies, 
alyssum Arabic (single and 
double* white nnd pink), phlox 
subulata in a color range from 
white to pink to mauve to the 
darkest red, Sunningdale red. 

For. shady or semi-shady 
places plant funkia, forget-me- 
nots, primulas (hardy), Solo- 
mon's seal, pansies, columbines, 
violas, hepaUcas. Some of the 
full-sun loving plants are ver- 
onicas, phlox subulata. 

There arc at least two firms 
in Canada that specialize on 
Alpine nnd rock plants and their 
catalogue would give you end- 
less variety both as to season of 
bloom and color. It pays to buy 
a few good clumps, as they can 
be divided . when grown too 
large and some of them are very 
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SAD

Of one thing we c6n be certain 
—It's not complete harmony 
among its parts — and the strange 
part of it is that there is far 
more internal dissensions within 
each of the Allies than there is, 
or rather has been, within the 
Axis. 

Of course one must exclude 
Russia, for their country is just 
a huge machine, geared for war, 
and there is no time for bicker- 
ing, even if bickering were al- 
lowed. 

Bat one of the four freedoms 

we are fighting for is freedom 

of speech and the press, and I 

n must say we make some queer 

tises of it 

Robert Burns wrote, "Oh wad 
some "power the gif tie gie us, fae 
■ee ourselves as ithers see us," 
and that would be a fine 
definition of the press today, 
especially in politics, for each 1 
faction gives a splendid picture 
of what they THINK they see 
in the rival groups, or what 
they'd like to see, or would like 
the world at large to see. 

In the United States the con- 
gress and senate war against 
the president, and each state 
wants something the other states 
do not think it should have. To 
Ssten to, or read some of their 
debates, one would think that 
the union might be on the point 
of dissolution, that a mere senti- 
mental thread held the various 
warring factions together. And 
yet they go on and turn out a 
truly astounding amount of war 
materials. In spite of isolation- 
ists and objectors they continue 
to support lease-lend, and In 
spite of an inborn shying away 
from communism they send and 
send aid to Rusia. 

What, then, holds ail these 
warring elements together? Isn't 
it a community of the spirit, a 
love of freedom, of decency, of 
the right of the individualist, so- 
strong and yet so much a part of 
each person as to be almost for- 
gotten — obliterated by the stress 
«f living, that it took a war to 
ahake it loose from its hidden 
sanctuary and make it a 
weapon so powerful as to he 
invincible. ' 

And Britain, what has war 
#6ne to make her a better 
nation? Bombs falling on, and 
hardships borne by, rich and 

poor, king and commoner alike, 

bave done much to break down 

the barrier between the classes 

and the masses. Their love for 
their island home has grown as 
their fears for her gave them 
strength to bear the almost un- 
bearable. 

And now her young men see 
visions and her old men dream 
dreams of a world where equal- 
ity of opportunity will heal the 
sore spots and a truly great 
nation— great in spirit as well as 
power — will arise from the 
wreckage of war. 

And lastly, what of Canada- 
land of "shamrock and heather, 
fair lily and rose?" Are the 
provinces to become fused to- 
gether in the furnace of afflic- 
tion, or are the questions of 

race, religion, divergence of in* 
terests, and pressure of political 
disharmony, to annul the con* 
federation and make of each 
province that despicable 
anomaly— isolationism. 

Are we to go on being simply 
provincial minded, or arc we to 
ace Canada as a glorious whole, 
indissolubly bound by our many 
common interests. 

What- have we not, out of 
which to make a great nation? 
We are worshippers of one God 
and have liberty to worship in 
our own way. We have schools 
and colleges and a system -of 
education, supposedly one of 
the best in the world. We have 
vast stretches of country and 
fence untapped resources. But if 
we shut out immigrants and 
ignore the riches at our door, 
what then? We have scenic 
beauty to rival any in the world, 
tort ff we hide our light under a

vM OBJECTIVE IN 1943, as in other war years, was to place the full strength of our man- 
power and facilities behind the war effort of the United Nations. To this end all energies have 
been directed. The requirements of the armed forces, of industry and agriculture, for transport 
and other services, have been met in all of the nine Provinces of the Dominion and in the import- 
ant sections of the United States in which we operate. 



RECORD TRAFFIC 

These demands were greater than ever before, 
the traffic moved in 1943 being 17.3% greater 
than in 1942, the previous peak war year, 
and 44.7% greater than in 1928, the peak 
peace year.

Freight traffic in 1943 was more than double 
that of 1939, and passenger traffic four times 
that of 1939. 

Despite this, the very large movements of 
war materials and personnel reached their 
destinations in accordance with schedule ar- 
rangements. There was no lowering of the 
recognized standards of safety. 

MANUFACTURE OF MONITIONS 

The Company also extended its activities as 
a manufacturer of munitions, ships and naval 
appliances. 

EARNING POWER 

The 1943 operations demonstrated the great 
earning power of the System, the railway 
proving again that it can handle an immense 
volume of business economically as well as 
expeditiously.

OPERATING EFFICIENCY 

The operating ratio for the year was 73.64% 
(an all-time record) as compared with 76.93% in 
1942 and 81.99% in the peak peace year of 1928. 

It is interesting to note that the vastly 
increased war traffic in 1943 was handled with 
16.6% fewer locomotives, 15.4% fewer freight 
cars and 5.1% more passenger cars than was 
the traffic of 1917, the fourth year of the last 
World War. 

SPECIAL SERVICES PROVIDED 

The Company was honoured In being selected 
to provide extensive train and other services 
for Prime Minister Churchill, President Roose- 
velt and Madam Chiang Kai-shek during 
their visits to Canada in 1943. 

POSTWAR 

Changing conditions will call for new methods 
of railway operation and new types of service, 
and there must needs be a continuing search 
for improvement in all aspects of the railway 
industry. In view of this, the Company has 
in hand a programme of research. This pro- 
gramme, in addition to considering ways and 
means of improving service and efficiency of 
operation, also encompasses the problems of 
post-war reconstruction and rehabilitation. 



THE OFFICERS MB EMPLOYEES in all departments of the System have worked hard and 
loyally to cope with increased responsibilities arising out of the war, and the directors record 
their appreciation and thanks. The traditional harmonious relations between management and 
employees were maintained throughout the year. Appreciation also is expressed to shippers and 
the travelling public alike for their cooperation in and synipathetic/junderstanding of difficult 
operating conditions caused by the war.

To make ends 
meet the town will have an in- 
crease of one mill in its provin- 
cial subsidy and will also trans- 
fer to the- general account from 
the water-works accounf $9,000, 
or the equivalent of six mills. 

In other words, the town ex- 
pects to spend 46 mills this year 
in addition to the provincial 

subsidy and other incidental 
revenues from the arena, 
licenses, fincy, tax arrears and 
penalties, etc. 

Deputy-Reeve A. A. Cook re- 
ported on behaff of the finance 
committee: "Your committee 
agree that we should have alT 

departments' books balanced 
each: year and* levy each year to 
look after the year's business 
and run on the pay-as-we-gc* 
plan. 

"But in view of the fact that 
we have this one extra year to- 
pay on the paving debenture 
that has been on- the books since 
1928;. and this year* £s the final 
payment, we recommend the 
transfer of $9,000" from the 
water-works account to meet the 
expenditures and that the rate 
be set at 40 mills: This shouid 
meet crar expenses- for the year 
and give us a reduced rate ur 
1945, providing our expenses are 
about the same. ; 

"It is* our ambition to get our 
town: on sound footing- and a 
rate that will be attractive to 
both industry and residents, for 
after the war we should be due 
for an increase of both industry 
and homes; 

"The amount of allocations ap- 
propriated to each department is 
suggested as folTowsr police, 
$2,500r tire, $1,000; insurance, 
Sr.OOO; garbage, $1,800; streets, 
HBM; street lighting, $5,000; 
library, $t,150; relief, $500; sani- 
tation, $r,000; Horticultural So- 



ciety, $50; public school, $14,000; 
high school, $8,100; county levy, 
$6,150." 

Other general expenditures 
were not estimated. 

"If it is at all possible to give 
the library $1,250, the amount 
they asked for, instead of $2,150, 
Td like to give it to them," said 
Councillor Rod. V. Smith. "It* Is 
a real need. It is a part of the 
education of the town." 

"They asked for a $200 in- 
crease," said Mr. Cook. "We 

gave them $100." 

"The grant is 38 cents per 
capita," safd Mr. Smith. "Five 
other towns I have listed here 
give 50 cents per capita." 

"We are starting out to keep 
within our budget," said Reeve 
C. E. Sprrrks. "If we depart 
from it Fn one thing to the ex- 
tent of $T0O r then we will de- 
part from it in other things." 

"People want the services and 
they have the money to pay 
for them,"* said Councillor FVed 
Rowland. *If you want the 
money, now is the time to raise 
the rate.~ 

"The paving debenture is 
coming off this year and I have 
come to the conclusion that it is 
better to wait," said Mr. Cook. 

A motion to allow the library 
the extra $100 was carried with 
Councillors Smith, Rowland, 
Thomas Swindle and Dr. Craw- 
ford Rose voting in favor of it. 

"TTiere are twn new commit- 
tees and no appropriation for 
either committee," said Mr. 
Swindle. "We -can't do much 
without a Iittre money." 

'Those figures don't mean 
anything this year," commented 
Clerk A. C. A, Willis. "After 
thfe year the budget will mean 

something." 

"We have here a budget of 
45 or 46 mills really," Mayor 
Roscoe Linton said. 

Mr. Swindle was told that 

there were revenues from the 
arena and other incidental rev- 
enues and that the new commit* 
tees would have whatever funds 
they needed.
